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WARRANT FOR FICKLER 


Inspector Dice Thinks More Bond Is 
Needed to Hold Him for 
Trial. 


John Fickler, who was arrested Sept. 29 

last charged with being the principal in 
the robbery of Mail Carrier Oscar Koelling 
on Dec. 17, 1901, and released by United 
States Commissioner Gray on $4000 bond, 
was rearrested at his home, 46 South Fif- 
teenth street, this morning on an informa- 
thon sworn to by Postoffice Inspector Ful- 
on. 

In this instance Fickler is charged with 
stealing from the mails a registered letter 
containing $12, which was addressed to 
George Loehr, Monett, Mo., and with em- 
hbezziing and destroying the letter on the 
date of the robbery. ie is also charged 
with stealing a mail lock, and with tearing 
and a a certain mail box and pouch 
in use by the government for conveyance of 
mail. 

A number of arrests were made by the 
United States authorities Sept. 29 of per- 
sons alleged to have been implicated in the 
assault and robbery of Koelling, but at the 
Ppt me yg te hearing Fickler, 
<ahler, the saloon-keeper and professional 
bondsman of the Four Courts district, and 
Jeremiah Creedon were the only ones held 
by Mr. Gray Fickler and Creedon were 
able to furnish bond, but Kahler went to 


fall. 

Chief Postoffice Inspector Dice 4G@id not 
believe the bond sufficient to hold Fickler 
on 80 serious a charge, and this second 
warrant was sworn out before Comm'‘ssion- 
er Babbitt yesterday and executed this 
morning. It is for the purpose of insuring 
the presence of Fickler at the trial.

Central Committees of the 
Two Parties in Conference, 


HEAVY VOTE IS PREDICTED 


LEADERS SAY APATHY OF FEW 
DAYS AGO HAS DISAPPEARED. 


Republicans, to Win, Must Poll 8000 
More Votes Than in 1901—Demo- 
crats Must Lose That Num- 
ber to Be Defeated. 


The city central committees of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican organizations are in 
conference today outlining the final plans 
for Tuesday's municipal election and formu- 
lating orders for the 433 precinct representa- 
tives of each party.- 

tl is predicted at all the political head- 
quarters that an exceptionally heavy vote 
will be polled. The party managers say 
that the general apathy which prevailed up 
to a few days ago has now altogether dis- 
appeared and that the mass meetings dur- 
ing the wéek have been remarkably well at- 


fended. 

What is worrying the political leaders 
most is the labor vote. 

The fact that the Allied party has named 
26 union labor men as their  candi- 
dates for responsible offices is ,having a 
telling effect. It has at least established to 
the satisfaction of politicians that Lee 
Meriwether’s Public Ownership party will 
have to\look to other sources for its sup- 
port at the coming lectin. 

Then, too, the other |jcandidates on the 
Allied ticket are strong with the masses 


of laboring men. 

In this election Meriwether has put all 
the candidates of the Republicans on his 
ticket with few exceptions. 

Nobody can understand why Meriwéther 
is fighting John T. Hunt, the Democratic 
candidate in the Eleventh district, and sup- 
porting Mr. Joy, the Republican. 

Mr. Hunt is a proininent member of the 
Stonemasons’ Union and added to this has 
the iIndorsement of the principal trades 
unions in his district. .. 

Two years ago Meriwether was a stanch 
Hunt man. Hunt's friends have asked 
Meriwether to give his reasons for his pe- 


ent time he has ignored their demands. 


Forecast of the 

Election Results. 

A §t. Louis Grosvenor is caluculating 
the result of the St. Louis election this- 
wise: 

Giving the Public Ownership party 10,000 


votes, the Allied party an equal number, 
and there will be practically 980,000 left 
for the Republicans and Democrats. 

Now for the Republicans to win they 
must poll 8000 more votes than they did at 
the mayoralty election of 1901. 

Correspondingly the Democrats must lose 
from 5000 to 80.0 votes. 

The conclusion is naturally suggested that 
there must occur a wonderful change in 
conditions to bring about this result. 

St. Louls has always been an uncertain 
party city, as verified by the outcore of 
the last four or five munfcipal elections. 

The city alternated with Republican and 
Democratic mayors up to the time of the 
Francis admin'‘stration. 

Francis won by a substantia] majority and 
in that year, 1884, the entire Democratic 
city ticket was elected. 

Four years later Edward A. Noonan, then 
judge of the Court of Criminal Correction, 
ran. There was then no Nesbit law on the 
statute books, and hence no cry of Demo- 
cratic frauds. 

The Republicans laughed at the candidacy 
of Noonan. Yet Noonan won and carried 
with him most of the other candidates on 
the Democratic ticket. 

New Partisan Alignment 
With Noonan Administration. 

The new partisan alignment of St. Louis 
came with the Noonan administration. 
There grew up under that regime what 
come to be known as ‘‘de City Hall push.” 

Its shining lights were “O. K.”’ J'm Bren- 
nan, the Bradys, the Barrets and other of- 
ficial parasites. These men ran Noonan and 
even Ed Butler was temporarily forced out 
of the political arena. 

At the close of the municipal circus the 
Republicans presented as their candidate 
for mayor Cyrus P. Walbridge. Mr. Wal- 
bridge promised St. Lou's a reform admin- 
istration. He at least signified his inten- 
tion of condueting the City Hall affairs on 
business principles, which he did. 

Then came Henry Z'egenhein, collector of 
the revenue, with a mayocralty bee in his

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Old Gen. Molineux-

He is confident that his son Roland has 
vindicated h!mself and will be a free man 
when his trial for murder is ended.

“J am overjoyed,” sald he this morning. 
“My son conducted himself under fire like 
a true Molineux, and I am proud of him. 
He has told a straightforward story. 

“Anyone can see from his attitude on 
the stand that he has told the truth. I be- 
lieve my boy will prove to be his own de- 
liverer, for I am more certain than ever 
now chat he will be acquitted.’’ 

The most interesting event inthe entire 
history of the Molineux case was sprung 
suddenly when the prisoner was summoned 
to the witness stand to testify in his own 
behalf early Friday morning. He was kept 
there until dark and again today under- 
went his frightful grueling. 

He has not flinched for one moment. 

For four years he had maintained abso- 
lute silence. 

Not since the coroner's !nquest into the 
death of Mrs. Adams had his voice been 
publicly raised in his own behalf. 

Then, without wEretne. at the conclusion 
of a brief but dramatic opening address, 
former Gov. Black summoned is client, 
and Molineux was brought face to face 
gt urors who are to decide the issue of 

is life. . 

The result thus far has been an undoubted 
triumph for the prisoner. Calmly, dispas- 
sionately, with all the ease and grace of 
a polished man of the world, Molineux de- 
nied that he had the remotest connection 
with the murder of Catherine J. Adams 


SECOND DAY ON STAND. 
The cross-examination of Molineux by 
Attorney Osborne, which was resumed at 


the opening of court today, was finished 
within a few minutes after its resumption. 
Mr. Osborne's first question today was: 

“Did not Mr. Barnet pay your wife at- 
tention?’ : 

“Not at all,’’ was the reply. 

“Did you not so testify at the inquest?’ 

Molineux’s reply to this was that Barnet 
had paid attention to Miss Cheseboroi gh 
in the +g and autumn of 1898 before 
she became Mrs. Molineux. 

The defendant was in the best of hu- 
mor. When Mr. Osborne asked him if he 
gave his wife an engagement ring at the 
time of his engagement, and his answer 
was not to the prosecutor's satisfaction, 
he sald: 

“I can tell you better than you can drag 
it out of me.” 
“I do not wish to drag it out of you,” 
said Mr. Osborne. 

Molineux then said he bought an en- 
agement ring on Novy, 18, 1898. Yesterday 
e testified that he and Miss Cheseboroug 
became engaged in September, 1898. 

At Christmas, 1897, he gave her a ‘Miz- 
ah’’ ring and when he became engag?d 
n September, 1898, he wished to buy her 
an engagement ring, but did not do so un- 
til November.

Molineux spoke of his engagement and 
forthcoming marriage as a ‘‘romance,”’ and 
said also that it was sudden, was then 
identified and admitted in evidence.

RIVER FISH WON'T BE CAUGHT 


Fishermen Are Unable to Supply the 
Demand From Illinois and Mis- 
sissippi Rivers. 


This tale may sound fishy, ‘tis true, 
But what does that matter to you? 
When weighed in the scales 
With average tales 
"Twill swimmingly pull itself through. 


There is a fish famine in Alton and other 
up-river towns, due to the refusal of the 
fish in the Mississippi and Illinois rivers 
to bite. 

Up in the Illinois river bottoms many of 
the fishermen have abandoned the river 
and gone to picking pecans for a living. 

Those who make a business of angling 
as a means of livelihood are unable, with 
all their expert knowledge, to explain why 


the .fish won’t take the bait. 

“They jest won't bite,”” says one fisher- 
man. ‘‘How ye go'n’ to ketch fish when 
they won't bite?’’ 

Capt. J. N. Ashlocky a veteran fish deal- 
er, s2ys that 50 per cent of his orders are 
gong unfilled for want of fish. In Alton 
only about a ton of fish is handled daily 
at the docks. Ordinarily twice that amount 
is handled. 

From Grafton, Il, about six tons of fish 
a day are shipped to St: Louis and Chicago 
and the smaller towns in an average sea- 
son. This tall, it is said, the output Is 
cut In two. 

‘‘There’s something the matter with the 
fish,”’ remarked a veteran fisherman from 
above Alton. ‘‘What it is I don’t know, 
but it may be that they are affected by 
the Chicago drainage. They not only wont 
bite, but they won't swim into the nets.’

to all offices concerned in the administration of justice, who will 
courageously do their duty and will help and not hinder the work 
of reform that has been begun in St. Louis by the new admin- 
istration. 

On the first point the Post-Dispatch promptly and vigorously 
rebuked the foolish counsel of speakers and candidates who 
urged citizens to go to the polls armed, to enforce their rights 
and combat hoodlums and repeaters. | This counsel, if persisted 
in and followed by citizens, would have resulted in wholesale 
bloodshed on election day and in turning the St. Louis elections 
into a disgraceful fight. 

The Post-Dispatch insisted that St. Louis is a civilized com- 
munity and that the legal resources fpr securing an honest and 
peaceful election in this city have nat been exhausted. It ob- 
tained from Mayor Wells, President Hawes and a majority of 
the police commissioners a pledge to) use their power and in- 
fluence to have the police enforce the laws impartially, to prevent 
fraud and violence at the polls and to protect all citizens in the 
exercise of their rights at the polis. It secured the pledge of a 
majority of the election commissioners to use their power and 
influence to assure honest and peaceful elections and the arrest 
and punishment of persons attempting or committing acts of 
fraud or violence at the polls. 

These pledges were supplemented by the announcement of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Folk that he would proceed against all persons 
against whom evidence of fraud in registrations or elections is 
obtainable. 

The Post-Dispatch urged citizens to insist upon the fulfillment 
of these official pledges, to watch the polls and obtain evidence 
of fraud or violence. 

It js gratifying to note that this campaign has had good effect. 


|The foolish talk of carrying arins to the polls has ceased. Citi- 


zens have been stimulated to resort to legal methods. 

Having taker all possible steps to assure honest and peaceful 
elections the Post-Dispatch urges citizens to thrust aside all 
partisan feeling and purpose and vote for none but honest, ca- 
pable candidates. This is especially important for all offices 
connected with the administration of justice at this time when 
the gigantic struggle with corruption is in. progress. 

It is necessary that the old Ziegenhein machine which plun- 
dered and disgraced St. Louis. be utterly destroyed. The respect- 
able Republicans have been unable to destroy it. That machine's 
supporters controlled the Republican primaries and dictated the 
nominees. For vicious purposes in municipal government .the 
Ziegenhein and Butler forces stand together and support com- 
mon candidates. Both its Democratic and Republican adherents 
work fraud and violence in the elections. 

There is evidence of a concentration of the Ziegenhein-Butler 
forces on the Republican candidates for the circuit bench, for 
sheriff, for judge of the court of criminal] correction and the 
prosecuting attorney of that court. These forces are also united 
on Butler for Congress in the Twelfth District, and the horde of 
disreputables, representing the gang, nominated for minor offices. 

In this crisis the Post-Dispatch believes that the progress of 
New St. Louls requires the election of Taylor, McDonald and 
Foster, the Demhocratic candidates for the circuit bench; Charles 
P. Williams and J. If. Dalton, prosecuting attorney and assistant 
prosecuting attorney of the court of criminal correction; P. J. 
Clifford for license commissioner and Dr. Funkhouser for coroner. 

Hiram N. Moore’s nomination was due to the Butler influences 
and Sheriff Dickman has shuwn incompetence, but in the main 
the Democratic candidates are preferable on the ground of char- 
acter, capacity and associations to the Republican candidates. 

It is desirable that the last vestige of the power of the Ziegen- 
hein-Butler combine be swept away. This is necessary for the 
thorough purification of Si. Louls and the progress of the mu- 
nicipality on sound lines of economy and improvement. 

The Post-Dispatch agrees with Mayor Wells'‘that the municli- 
pal administration of St. Louis should be harmonized in all 
departments on a platform of reform and progress.
